Yet it is 
Ibme Retter to a fequeftred Perfon to 
fee two Affe mblers fnar 1 for his Tithesy 
for of all kind of Beaiis none can match* 

aa 
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an Affembkr but an Afftmbler. He 
never enters a Church by the Door, but 
clambers op thro'a Window of Seqite- 
Jlration, or fteals in through /Vaults 
and Cellars, by ClandeftineContra&s 
with an expe&ing Patron. He is mod; 
fare no Law can hurt him, for L*ws 
died in England the Year before the 
jiffembUr was born. The beft way to 
1k>kl him is (as our King Richard 
bound the King of Cyprus) in Silver 
Chains. He loves to difcourfe of the 
iSfop Jerufatem, becaufe her Streets 
are of fine Gold \ and yet could like 
London as well, were theapfide pav'd 
with the Philosopher's Stone. Nay, 
be would fay his Prayers with Beads, 
if be might .have a Sett made of all Di- 
amonds : This, this is it which tempts 
iim to fuch mad Articles againft the 
fay al Clergy, whom he dreBes as he 
would have them appear, juft as the 
Ballad of Dr. Faufius brings forth the 
Devil, in a Friars Weed. He accufed 
one Minifter for faying, the Uejfed 
Virgin teas the Mother of God, 
{etflofto*, as the Ancients call ben) 
Another he charged for a common 
Drunkard, whom all the Country 
know? has drunk nothing but Water 

thefc 
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thefe twenty* fix Years. Bat the Af- 
fembler bimfelf can drink Widows 
Tears, tho' their Husbands are not 
dead. Sure if Paracetfus*s Do&rinc 
Were true, (that to eat Creatures ac- 
tive will perpetuate Mans Life} the 
uiffembler were immortal, for he fw al- 
lows quick Men, Wives, and Children, 
and devours Lives as well as Livings \ 
as if be were born in that Pagan Pro- 
vince where None might Marry till he 
had killed twelve Chrijtians. This . 
makes" him kneel to Lieutenant-Gene- 
ral Cronmel (as Indians to the Devil j) 

for he faw how Oliver firft threw , 

then— - and can with a Wink do ajs 
much for—- : Like Milo in the Olym- 
picks*, by pra&ifing on a Calf grew 
ftrong enough for a Bull^ ana could 
with eafe give a Lift to an Ajfe. The 
Great Turk was fending his Ambafla- 
dor, to congratulate the Affemblies 
Proceedings againil the Chrijtians •, 
He ordered them Thanks for Liccnfing 
his Alcoran to be Printed in Englifltx 
but hearing Ottoman Cronmel had 
talked df Marching to the Walls if 
Conjtantimplt , that Emhaffy was 
Root. The oirlydifference 'twixt the 
Affhmblcr and- a Turk is, that onfc 

plants 
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plants Religion by the Power of the 
Sword, and the other by the Power of 
the Cymeter. Nay, the greateft Strife 
in their whole Conventicle, is, who 
ftial! do worft •, for they all intend to 
make the Church bat a Sepulchre, ha- 
ving not onl y Plunder'd bat Anatomized 
all the true Clergy •, whofeTorment is 
heightened in being deftroyed by fiich 
<to!l Inftf uments •, as the Prophet Ifaiah 
was fawn to pieces with a wooden Saw. 
The AffentUer wonders that the King 
and his Friend live (till in hope } he 
thinks them all in St* Clemen?* Cafe, 
Drown'dwith an Anchor tytd about 
bis Neck. He has now got Power to 
▼ifit the Vniverfities, where thefc 
blinking Vifitors look on eminent Scho- 
lars(as the Blind Man who faw Men 
like Trees) as Timber growing within 
the Root-and- Branch Ordinance. The 
jifiembler has now left Scholars fb 
poor, they have fcarce Rags wherewith 
to make Paper. A Man would think 
the Two Houfes intend to Tranfport 
the Vniverfities^ fince they load Afles 
with College- Revenues. For though 
thefc A$enMer$ made themfelves

Hammond \ and had he not had more 
firafs in his Face than in bis Kitchin, 
he had Hang'd himfelf at Vxbridge, 
and ended with that Treaty. For he 
Jias naught of Logich^ but her clutch" d 
Fift % and rails at Philofophyjis Beggars 
do at Gentlemen.

. His (horteft things are his Hair and his 

' Cloak. His Hair is cut to the figure of 
three, two high Cliffs run up his 
Temples, whole Cap of (horn Hair 
(hoots down his Forehead, with Creeks 
indented . where his Ears ride at An- 
chor. Had this falfe Prophet been car- 
ried with Hnbakknk, the Jngel had 

1 caught (aft hold of his Ears, and led 

F him 
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1rim as be leads his Auditory. His 
Eyes arc part of hisTythc at Eafier s 
vwhich he boils at each Sermon. He 
has two Mouths, his Nofe is one, for 
he fpeaks through both. His Hands 
are not in bis Gloves, but bis Gloves 
in his Hands, for 'twixt Sweatings, 
that is, Sermons, he handles little elfe, 
except his dear Mammon. His Gown 
.(I mean his Cloak) reaches but his 
Pockets : W hen be rides in that Man- 
tle, with a Hood on his Shoulders, and 
a Hat above both,is he not then his own 
Man of Sift with the Triple Crown ? 
'You- would fwear fome honeft Carpen- 
ter drefs'd him, and made him the 
Tunnel of a Country Chimney. His 
Doublet and Hofe are of dark Blue, 
a grain deeper than pure Coventry: 
But of late he's in Black, fince the 
jLoyal Clergy were perfecutcd intoCo- 
lours. His two longcft things are bis 
JMuls and his Prayers. But the clean- 
eft thing about him is his Pulpit Cu- 
jflieon, for he ftill beats the Daft out 
of it. To do him Right, commonly 
be wears a pair.ofgood Lungs, where- 
by he tarns the Church into a Belfry, 
(for hifrClapper jnakes fuch a Din, you 
cannot hear the Cymbal for the Tink- 
ling. 
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ling. If his Pulpit be large he walks 
his Round, and (peaks as from a Gar- 
rifon, (his own Neck is PalizadoM 
with a Ruff) when he firft enters his 
Prayer before Sermon, he Mnks and 
gafps and galps and winks, as if he 
prepar'd to Preach in another World, 
He fetms in a Slumber,tbea in a Dream, 
then rumbles a while, at tail founds 
forth, and then throws (b-miich Dirt 
and Nonfenfe towards Heaven, as he 
•durft not offer to a Member of Parlia- 
ment. Now becaufe Scripture bids 
<bim net atrfe the King in his Thought? 
he does it in his Pulpit, by word of 
Mouth :, though Heaven Itrike him 
*Dumb in the very Aft, as it did Hill 
at Cambridge, who, while he prayed, 
Depofe him, O Lord, who would De- 
foft us, was made the Dumb Devil. 
This (one would think) i (hou!d gargle 
this foul Month. For his only Hope 
-why God ftioald hear him againft tne 
King, is, the Devil hknfeif (that great 
jiffembler) was heard againft Jib. 
His whole Prayer is fach an irrational 
'Keating, that (without a Metaphor) 
'tis the Calves of his Lips : And com- 
monly 'tis larded with fine new Words,, 
as Savitfgabie, Muchly, Chrifl~J*f*j- . 
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nefs, &c. and yet he has the Face to 
Preach againft Prayer in an unknown 
Tongue. Sometimes he is founder'd, 
. and then there is fuch hideous Cough- 
ing ; But that is very feldom, for he 
t<an glibly rwi over Nonfenfe, as an 
empty Cart trundles down a Hill. 
When the King girt round the Earl of 
£ffex at Leftythiel, an AffembUr com- 
plained, that God had drawn his Peo- 
ple into the Wildernefs^ and told him. 
He was bound in Honour to feed them\ 
for^ Lord, faid he, fince thou givefi 
ytmm no Meat, wt pray thee^ O Lord, 
.to give them no Stomachs. He tore the 
Liturgy, becaufe, forfooth, it (hack- 
led his Spirit, (be would be a Devil 
without a Circle ^) and now if he fee 
the Book of Common Prayer* the Fire 
fees it next, as fure as thole Biftiops 
were burned who Compiled it. Yet he 
.has Mercy xm Hopkins and Sternhold 9 
becaufe their Meters are Sung without 
Authority (no Statute, Canon, or In- 
jfun&ion at all*,) only like himfelfl 
fir ft crept into Private Houfes, ana 
then into Churches. Mr. Rous moved 
thofe Meters might be fequeftred, and 
•his own r\ew Ritbmes to enjoy the fe- 
.queftration j but was refufed, becaufe 

John 
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Jbbn Hopkins was as ancient as John' 
Calvin; befides, when Rous flood forth' 
for his Trial, Robin Wifdom was found 
the better Poet. Tis true, they have a* 
Directory, but 'tis good for nothing' 
but Adoniram, who fold the Origi- 
nal for 400 1. And the Book muft ferve 
both England and Scotland, as the Di- 
rectory Needle points North and Somh: 
The Affembler's only Ingenuity is, that 
he prays for an extempore Spirit, fince 
bis Confcience tells him he has no 
Learning. His Prayer thus ended, he 
then looks round, to obferve the Sex 
of his Congregation, and accordingly 
turns the Apoftlc's Men, Fathers, aiid 
Brethen, into Dear Brethren and Si- 
fters. For his ulual Auditory is mod 
part Female -,and as many Sifters flock 
to him, as at Paris on Saint Marga- 
rets Day, when all come to Church 
that are, or hope to be with Child that 
Year. He divides his Text as he did 
the Kingdom, makes one part fight 
again ft another : Or as Barges divides 
the Dean of Paul's Houfe, not into 
Parts but Tenements •, that is, fo as 
'twill yield mod Money. And proper- 
ly they are Tenements •, for each part 
muft be dw # elt upon, though himfelf . 

F x comc^M 
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comes near it but once a Quarter ; and 
fo his Text is rather kt out than Divi- 
ded. Ytt fometimcs ( to (hew his Skill 
in Keckerman) he Butchers a Text, 
cuts it (juft as the Ltvitc did his Con- 
cuhine) into many dead Parts, break- 
ing the Senfe and Words all to pieces, 
and then they are not divided, but 
(battered, like the Splinters of Don 
Quixote Lance. If his Text be to the 
Q*c4fion, his firft Difli is Applies of 
Gold in Pictures of Silver \ yet tells not 

the People what Pi&ures thofe were. 
His Sermon and Prayer grin at each 
other, the one is Presbyterian^ the o# 
ther In dependant, for he preaches up 
the ClaffiSj yet prays for the Army, 
Let his Do&rine and Reafon be what 
they will, his Vfe is fiill to fave his 
Benefice and augment his LelJure. 
He talks much of Truth, but abhors 
Peace, left it ftrip him as naked as 
Truth \ and therefore hates a Perfonat 
Treaty, unlefs with a Sifter* He has 
a rare fimpering way of Expreflions, 
he calls a Married Couple, Saints that, 
enjoy the Myftery ; and a Man Drunk, 
is a Brother fnU of the Creature. Yet 
at Wedding-Sermons he is very fami* 
liar, and (like that Pi&ure in the 
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Church at Ltyden) (hews Adam and 
Eve without Fig- leaves. At Funerals 
he gives infallible Signs that the Party 
is gone to Heaven •, but his chief Mark 
of a Child of Ged, is, to be good to 
Getts Minijhrs. And hence it is he 
calls bis Preachment Afanna 9 fitted 
not to his Hearers Necejfity but tbeic 
Palate \ for 'tis to feed himfclf, not 
them. If he chance to tire, he rese- 
ttles himfelf with the People's Hum,, 
a* a Collar of Bells tochear up a Pack* 
borfe. Tis no wonder he'll Preachy 
but that any will hear him, (and his 
cotiftant Auditors do but (hew the 
length of their Ears for be is fach 
an iUk*a£0t&gu/£, that to hear bioi 
makes good Scholars fick, but to read 
him is Death. Yet though you hear 
him three Hours, he'll ask a fourth, as. 
the Beggar at Delpb craves your Cba~ . 
rity becaufe he eats ffiur pannd of 
Bread at a Meal. Twm from his 
Lamm the Watchmakers learn'd their 
infinite Screw. His Glafs and Text 
are equally handled, that is, once an 
Hour : Nay, fome times he {allies and" 
never returns, and then we (bould leave * 
him to theXompany of Larimers for 
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he muft be held with Bit and Bridfc. 
Who ever once has been at his Chutcb 
can never doubt the Hiftory of Balaam. 
If he have got any new Tale or Ex- 
prefiion, 'tis eafier to make Stones 
fpeak, than him to hold his Peace. 
He bates a Church where there i% an. 
Echo, for it robs him of his deanto- 
petition, and confounds the Auditory 
as well as- he. But of all Mortals I 
admire the Short* Hand-Men <> who: 
have the Patience to write from hi* 
Mouth : Had they the Art to (hortcn 
it into Senfe, they might write hi« 
whole Sermon on the back of their 
Kail. For his Invention confifts in 
finding, a way to fpegk nothing upon. 
any thing \ and were he in the Grand 
Seignior's Power, he would lodge him 
with his Mnta\ for Nothing^ and 
Nothing to purpofa arc .all one. 1 
wonder in Conscience he can preach 
againft Sleeping at his Op/aw-Sermons. 
He Preaches indeed Both in Seafon and. 
out of Season •, (or he rails at Popery, 
when the Land is almoft loft in Pres- 
bytery *, and would cry out, .£/>*, 
Flre^ in Noah's Flood. Yet all this 
he fo aft 5 with his Hands, that in this 
Senfe too his Preaching is an tiandi*

craft. Nor can wc complain that 
Plays arc put down while he can 
preach \ fave only his Sermons have^ 
worfe Senfc and lefs Truth. But he 
blew down the Stage, and preach'd uO 
the Scaffold. And very wifely, left 
Men ihould 1 rack him ? and find where 
he pilfers all his beft SimMes, (the only 
thing wherein he is commendable, St. 
Paul hitnfelf having cull'd Sentences 
from Menander\ Thais* though 'twas 
bis worft, that is, uncnaft Comedy.) 
Sometimes the Affembler will venture 
at the Original, and then (with the 
Tranflator of Don Qnixot) lie my 
flakes Sobs, and Sighs for £gg/.and Col* 
lops. But commonly (for want of Greek 
and Latin) he learns Hebrew^ and 
ft r eight is ittuminated % that is Mad \ 
his Brain is broke by a Brick-bat caft 
from the Tower ot Babel.

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foretold an Afembly. Men come to 
Gharch, as the Great Alexander went 
to Sacrifice, led by Crows. You have 
Teen a fmall Elder tree grow in Chink9 
and Clefts of Church- Walls, it feems 
rather a Weed than a Tree \ which,, 
lend it Growth, makes a Rent in the 
Wall, and throws down the Church. 
Is not this the Affembler ? grown from 
Schifins, (which hitnfelf begot) and, if 
permitted, will make the Church but 
a Boar or Church Tard. Yet for all 
this, he will be calVd , Ghrift's Minifier 
and Saint, as the Rebels againft King 
John were the Army of God. Sure 
when they meet they cannot but ftnile, 
for the dullcft amongft them needs 
muft know that they all cheat the 
People*, fuch grofs, low Importers, 
that we die the Death of the Emperor 
Claudius, poyfbn'd by Muflsromes.

Fafis mdThankj givings the Ajfemble 
the State's Trumpet ^ for then be d 
not preachy but is blown \ procla 
News very loud, the Trumpet and 
Forehead being both of one Met 
(And yet, good Man, he ftill pr 
for BoldnefsJ) He hackneys out 
Voice, like a Grier •, and is a kitic 
Spiritual Agitant % receives Orch 
and fpreads them. In earneft, 
States can't want this Tool, for wi 
out him the Saints would fcarce ajfi 
bit. And if the Zealots chance to 
out, they are charm'd borne by t 
landing Brafs. There i$ not on Ea 
a bafer Sycophant *, for he ever 
chewing feme Vote or Ordinance •, 2 
tells the People how [avowry it 
like him who lick'd up the Emperc 
Spittle, and fwore 'twas fweet. W01 
the Two thufes give him Cathed 
Lands, he would prove Lords i 
Commons to be Jure Divim : B 
fhould they offer him the Self-deny 
Ordinance, he would j&ftify the I 
vil, and curfe them to their Faces, ( 
Brother Kirk-Man did it in Ssotlan 
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Tis pleafant to obfcrvc how- finely- 
they play into each others Hands ^ 
Marjfjal procures Thanks to be givet* 
to Sedgwick^ (for his great Pains •, ) 
Sedgwick obtains as much for Marjbal f 
and fo they all pimp for one another* 
But yet (to their great Comfort be it 
fpoken) their whole feven Years Ser- 
mons at Wejlminfler, arc now to ba 
fold in Fetter- Lane and Pye -corner. 
Before a Battle the Jffembler ever 
fpeaks to the Soldiers, and the hold- 
ing up of. his Hands muft.be as nccefc 
fary as Afofes's againft the Amaiehtes ; 
For he t pricks them on, tells them that; 
God loves, none but t he. valiant \ bat. 
when Bullets fly, himfelf runs firft* 
and then cries, Jill the Sons o/Adara 
are Cowards ! : Were there any Me* 
tempfychofis^ his Soul would not want 
a Lodging , no fingle Beaft could fit

he cannot out- fin Hugh P$terj: Sure 
a$ Satan hath poflefled the j4ffembler t 
{o.Hugh Peters hath poffcffed Sat an ^ 
'and is the Devil's Devil ;. He alone 
would fill a whole, Herd of Gadarens* 
He hath fuck'd Blood ever fince he 
lay ,m, th$ Butcher's Sheets^ and noy 
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(like his- Saltan)' has a Shambles in 
bis Countenance ", fe crimfon and tor* 
rid you may there read ftow St. Law- 
rence died, and think the Three Chilf 
dren were delivered- from his Face. 
This is St. Hugh, who will level Ah^ 
jiffernbler, or" the Devil** an Afs. 
Yoke thefe Brethren, and they two 
couple lite a Saducee and a Pharifee+~ 
or a Turk and a Perfian^ both Maho- 
metans. But the Ajjenibler's deepeft, 
higheft Abomination, is his Solemn 
League and Covenant ^ whereby he 
ftrives to damn or, beggar the .whole 
Kingdom •, out-doing the Devils who 
only perfwades, but the Affembler 
farces to Per jury, o?

I flail fay no more of him 
at prefent, but pafs him by with the 
fame Contempt at the Government has 
wifely done \ 'tis but unfeafonable Quar» 
retting with a Man that it arm'd with 
fo much Dirt, you'll be fure of that, if 
you have nothing elfe. 

I need not trouble the Reader with 
any Harangue upon our Author, or hie 
Book ; / fuppofe he is no Stranger re 
the ftmejter and more Learned Part of 
the Kingdom \ and as for the reft, 'twae 
their be/t Security they were not known 
by him. I flail only add, that it was 
Mr. Butlcr'j Defign to print the Dif- 
courfe himfelf, had net Death prevented 
him ; and fince . it has fell into the 
Editor's Hands, 'tis but a Piece of Jur 
jthe to his Memory, to let the World 
make their Advantage of it. -

you know, can be Judge in bis own 
♦Cafe, but acknowledge your High 
Court, from which you appeal to all 
Rational Men £0 confift of no fuch : 
But indeed I had not read many Lines 
before I found mine own Er ror,as well 
.as y ours,and your Proceedings nothing 
agreeable to the plain Dealing 1 ex- 
pelled from you \ for you prefently 
fall t$ infult upon the tkibappinefs of 
your undeferved Adverfary, and that 
with fo little Moderation, as if you 
(trove to make it a Queftion whether 
his incomparable . Patience, or your 
own ungoverned Paiiion, Ihouldbe the 
greater Wonder of Men,prepofterouf- 
j ly concluding him Guilty, before with 
-one Syllable you bad proved himfo: 
A ftrange way of doing Jufticc! which 

Xou endeavour to make good by a 
range infolent Railing, and more in- 
folent Proceeding to the kct&C Con* 
felJof/Alorighty God, from whence 

.yott 
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you prefume to give Sentence on him, 
a Boldnefs no Ids impious than unjuft 
in you, were it true, fince we can ne- 
ver know it to be fo. 

But indeed it is hard to fay, whether 
you have (hewn more Malice or Vani- 
ty in this notable Declaration of 
yours •, for he that confiders the Af- 
ft&ation and Fan ta flick tightnefs of 
your Language, (fuch as Ireland^ a 
Land of Ire ; Bite-Sheep for Bifirops y ax\d 
other fuch ingenious Elegancies of 
Quibble) muft needs confels it an Cu- 
ratory more becoming a Fool in a 
Play, !or Peters before the Rabble, 
than the Patrons of his Sovereign's 
Sovereign* or the Gravity of that 
Court, winch you fay, right wifely, 
(hall be admir'd at the Day of Judg- 
ment. And therefore you do ill to ac- 
cufe him of reading Jebtfon's and 
Shakefpear's Plays, which, it feems, 
you have been more in your felf to 
much worfe purpofe, elfe you had ne» 
ver hit fo right upon the very Dialeft 
of their railing Advocates, in whidl 
(believe me) you have really out-a&cd 
ail that they could fonfie of paffionatc 
aad ridiculous Outrage. 

Foe 
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For certainly, Sir* I am fo charita- 
ble to believe it was 'your Paffion that 
impofed upon your Umderftanding \ 
elfe, as a Gentleman, you could have 
never defended to fuch Peafantry of 
Language, efpecially againft fuch a 
Perfon, to whom (had he never been 
your Prince) no Law enjoins (whatso- 
ever bis Offences were]) the Punifli- 
ment of Ribaldry. And for the Laws 
of God they abfolutely condemn it , 
of which I wonder, you that pretend 
fo much to be of his Councel, fhould 
be either fo ignorant or forgetful. 

Calamity is the Vifitation *f God, 
and J>s Preachers tell us) ja Favour he 
does to thofe he loves ; wherever it 
falls it is the Work of his Hand, and 
fliould become our Pity, not our Info- 
knee. This the ancient Heathen knew, 
who believing Thunder came from the 
Arm of God, reverenced the veryTrees 
it lighted on. 

But your Paffion hath not only mif- 
fed you againft Civility and Cbriilian 
Charity, but common Senfe alfo \ elfe 
you would never have driven your 
Chariot of Reafon (as you call it ) fo 
far out of the Road, that you forget 
whither you are going, and run over 

every 
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-every thing that ftands in your way s 
I mean, your unufual ,Way of Argu- 
ment, not only againft Reafcn, bat 
yourfelf, asyou do it at thefirft fally } 
for after yoor Fit of Raving is over, 
you beftow much Pains to prove it one 
of the Fundamentals of Law, That the 
King is not above the Law, but the 
Law, above the King. And this you 
^deraign, as you call it, fo far, that at 
length you fay, the King hath not by 
Law fo much Power, as, a Juftice ef 
Peace, to commit any Man to Prifon } 
which you would never have done, if 
you had confidered from whom the 
Juitice derivcsiiis Power, or in vvhofe 
Name his Warrants run yelfe you may 
as well fay, a Man may give that 
which he hath not ; or prove the Moon 
hath more light than the Sun, becaufc 
he cannot flunc by Night as the Moon 
doth. But you needed not have drained 
fo hard, for this will ferye you to no 
purpofe, but to prove that which was 
never denied by the King himfelf •, for 
if you had not a much worfe Memory 
than Men of your Condition (bould 
have, you could not fo foon have for- 
gotten, that immediately after the 
reading of that Charge, the Kingdc- 

mauded- 
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I maiKkd of your High Court, by what 
L*rv they could fit to judge him (as ofler- 
i ing to Submit if they could produce 
any) but -then Silence or .Interrup- 
tion were thought the beft Way* of 
confefiing there was no fuch thing;* 
And when he undertook to (hew them 
I both Law and Reafon too, why they 
; could not do it, the Righteous Prefi- 
den t told himplainly,//* muft have nei- 
ther Law nor Reafon \ which was cer- 
tainly (as you have it very finely) the 
rnofi co mprehenfive y impartial^ andgforir 
Ms piece ofjufiice thattver wo* played en 
\ the Theatre a/England } for wna t<buld 
any Court d© more than rather con- 
demn itfclf, than injure Truth. 

- Bat you had better have left this 
whole Bufincfs of the Law out of your 
; Appeal to all Rational Men. who can 
make no ufe of it, but againft yoorfelf : > 
j for if the Law be above the King, 
' much more is it above the Subject. And 
I if it be fo heinous a Crime in a King to 
[ endeavour to fet himfelf above Law, it 
is much more heinous for Subje&sto 
let tbcmfclves above King and Law 
both. Thus, like right Mountebanks,^ 
you are fain . to wound and poyfen 
youri elves to chea toothers, who cannot

the Judges to give Sentence againft the 
Law, which you fay brings the People 
the next Step to Slavery : What is it 
io thofe who prefeme to give Sentence 
them fc Ives, not only contrary to Law* 
hut the declared Opinion of aH the 
Judges, and thofe of their choofmg 
too r And (I befcech. you) whither, 
by your own Du&rine, does this bring 
the People that fubmit to it ?

Yoq had better have concluded 
plainly he did it, becaufc he defigned 
it, for that is all one in Scnfe : But if I 
wight be but- half fo bold with your 
Defigm, I fhould, with more Reafon, 
guefs you have one to make us believe 
your familiar Acquaintance with the 
fceretCotmfdsofGod, (which you fo 
often pretend to) dfe certainly he 
has given the Defires of Men lb private 
a Lodging, th&t without his own Dif-' 
covcry, (which voa can give crs no Ac- 
count of) you nave no other way to 
know them.

All you can >uftly 
in your own Senfe, accufe the King of, 
is but Difcontinuance, or untimely Dif- 
folution of Parliaments, which I won- 
der with what Senfe you can interpret 
a Defign to deftroy the Parliaments* 
fince all the World knows be parted 
with his Power to diflolve the Parlia* 
ment too. But fee how doubly unjuft 
you are •, you accufe him for not call- 
ing Parliaments fo often as he wa* 
bound to do by the Law, once a Year,' 
■ (as you fay ) or oftner, but never con^ 
iider how tnat is impofiible to be done, 
without diflblving them as often, for 
doing which, notwithftanding, with 
fo much Clamour* you condemn him. 
Thus you charge nim with Inconfiften- 
cies, and may with much more Reafon 
accufe him for calling Parliaments, be* 
caufe if he had not called them, he 
could never have diflbl ved them, which 
is very like your way of Argument. 

But much better than you commonly 
ufc -, for your next,f to remove an Qb^ * 
jeftion out of your wayj is thus ma- 
naged : The King, and not the Judges, 
and evil Councillors, ought to be ac- 

* countable 
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countable for the Male-Adminiftrati- 
ons, Injuftices, and Oppreifionsofthc 
Parliament. Your Reafonsare,becaufe 
he made fuch wicked and corrupt 
Judges : Were they not his own Crea- 
tures ? and ought not every Man to be 
accountable for the Work of his own 
* Hands ? Believe me, this were fornc- 
thing, if you could prove he made 
them wicked,. as well as Judges. But 
if this Plea hold, you have argued well 
for your honourable Clients, the Peo- 
ple •, for if they made the King, a* 
you fay they did, yon have clear'd him* 
of all fuch horrid Crimes, Murders, 
and Maflacrcs, which you take fc 
much Pains, tonopufpofe^to tfccufe 
him of j and, like a right Man of Law, 
have undone your Clients, upon whdfe> 
Score you fet them. Your next Bufindfs 
will be to prove God guilty of t he-Sins 
of wicked Men, for they are his Grea* 
tures^and the Work of iris own Hands,: 
1 take it. But this is your perpetual* 
Method of doing him Rights to makfc 
him fole Author and Owner of all his 
Ml ordered or unhappy Aft Ions, and 
not allow him a Share, in any good 
Deed or Aft of : (*race.. . . » - 
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And thefe arc the Fundamentals of 
the Charge, only Suppofitiorts of In- 
tentions and Dengns, which how faf 
^oa have proved j'uft or profitable, Vet 
any Man but your felf judge. The 
Couf fe yoatake afterwards, is much 
worfe, in my Opinion, for you make 
yoar own Grounds, and either not 
prove them at ail, or (which is worfe> 
prove them upon their «wn Battt>m,a* 
tfhen you take Upon you to ffate the 
Ground of your Wars* and prove the 
King to be theCaufeofit, you do it 
thus x ' . 

The King (you fey) fet up his Stan- 
dard of War for the Advancement and* 
Uptoldi>g of hi# Perfonal Intereft,. 
Pow<*r T and ptetetxkd Prerogative, ar 

finft the publick Inter-eft ofcommon 
igKt, Peace, and Safety. How do 
foo prove this? Becaufc he fought for 
the Militia, for a Povter to call and, 
dtffolv* PiHrtiafmefltSj a negative Voice. 
Wmak«j9dges, confer Honours, ara*t 
B*rdon$, mafee Corporations, inhancc: 
or debstfc Money, and avoid his own 
Grant** Theft: you call hi* Pcrfonafc 
ItttcteftiPower^andHrerogjtt ive,which 
• you fay he fought fort Now, put the 
Fi&fttion,£nd ProoCtogether, and fee 

w&t. 
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What Senfe it will foafec^ truly none 
6ut this : That Jhe mack War for his 
Prerogative, becaufe he fought for his 
Prerogative : Is not this fine Logick I 
Butfuppofib it were Senfe r how do you 
prove he fought for his Prerogative t 
to this you have not one Word to fay \ 
and w~hy then fliould wejrathcr take 
your Word than the Ring's, who pro* 
tefted.he took Arm$ in Defence of the 
Protcfiant Religion,the liberty of thq 
Subjeflt, the Privileges-pf f arliamentj 
arid Lawsof England* Certainly there 
is no Man in his Wits, but wqajdra* 
ther believe'his Words, than jour Ar* 
guments, if he doe$ fcut connaer'tbat 
the raoft improbable, Part of all, (he 
j&rotefted to fight for. the Defence of 
the Privileges of Parliament) is fc and 
hy Experience to be no Paradox : How 
true the reft is,Time wiil inftruft you. 
But yet I cannot fce^ why we (hould 
not rathef believe them, tlraijthe Pre* 
tences of the Parliament , . which were > 
more to figfit in Defence of his Perfon, 
arid their own Privileges, -which how 
they bavfc performed, your ielf can 
tell ') but all this while ypyf miftako 
your own Qjieftion, whichf was not 
the right.oftfceCau(e, 6utthe Caufe,. 
6r (as von have it) the Occafion of the 
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War*, and if you bad a Purpofe to 
know that, Aftions had been the only 
Guide of your Inquiry -,for Intentions 
and Words are uncertain, and if they 
make no Aflaults in private Quarrels, I 
know not why they fhould in publick i 
and therefore/* nee we can never agree 
about the Truth of more remote Cau* 
fes, 'tis moft juft for us to place the 
Caufc of the War, where we find the 
ftrft Breach of the Peace. Now, that 
the King was cleared of this, all indif- 
ferent Men* wbahad the Unhappinefs 
to be acquainted with the Method of 
their own Undoing, can very well te- 
ftify.. And if the Parliament fliould 
deny it^ their own Votes would coti- 
traclift them, as well as their Attions y 
for when they firft raiftd Horfe and 
Arms, thfcy pretended to do fo, be caufc, 
it appeared, the King, feduced by 
wicked Gounfel, intended to make 
War againft the Parliament } whereby 
they cphfefshctiadnot then done it % 
and tfafcy had fo little Ground to mate 
it appear he ever would, that they 
were fein to ufurp the Right of his 
CSSufe, ta juftify their own: and, they 
fey, took Arms for the Defence of the 
f&ngV whicbiif we grant, it muft fol- 

law t . 
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low, tbey firft made War againft bim v 
for no Body clfc ever did, againffe 
whom they troyld poffibly defend him v 
nor did their Anions, in offering the 
firft Violence, left declare who began 
the War, when having an Array ready 
to invade him, before he. fet up hi$ 
Standard, they both followed and fet 
upon him, as they did at Edge-hiU m 
Go as far as you can, yoa will ft ill find 
the Scots (>vhofe Quarrel xht • Parlia* 
merit took ua at the feeond Hand, at 
well as they Followed their Examples} 
were theiifft Beginner* of all. 

This being granted, howLthe King 
could afterwards do lefs than he did, 
I cannot undcriland : Kirft, he was 
bound by the taw of Nature (which 
you fay is. Legillativc, awl hatlva fuiV 
penfive Power over all HumanXaws)? 
to defend bimfelf. Secondly, By his 
Coronation Oath, which he took ta 
keep the Peace And how.could he d$ 
tbat, rt but by his raifing fewer tofup- 
prefs'thbfe who hadf already broken \H. 
Thirdly , By the Laws of the Land, 
which, you fay, trufted Jiiia with the.

Reafon imagined, but that he was loath* 
to give them any Occafion (in ftcuring, 
them) to fufpeft hfc did but intend a 
W*r. And by all tms,- 1 doubt not but 
ft appears plain enough to all Rational 
Man that ne was fo tar from being t be 
Cauie of the War, that he rather fell 
into it by avoiding it'", and that he 
avoided it fo long, till he was fain to 
take Arras at fo great a Difadvantage t 
as he had almoft as good have fate 
ftill, and fufltrcd. And in this you 
have ufed the King with the fame Ja* 
ftiee the Chriftians received fromiVirr^ 
tfho having fet Rdme on Firfc himfelf, 
ft Sacrifice to his own wicked Gennis, 
laid the Odium of it on the Cttriftians, 
and put them to Ddath for it. 

But this way you found too fair and 
©pen for your, piurpofe, and therefore 
declined it m 9% for having proved his In- 
tentions by his Defires, and his Aftions 
^by his Intentions, you attempt * more 
^ pre- 
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r" f cpofterotis Way yet to prove both, 
y- what might have been his Intenti- 
ons : Atid-to thl* t>urpofe you have th$ 
Confidence Qri fplgHt of Senfe)to make 
Contingencies the finalCaufe of things^, 
and intpoditick, accidentaVpojfible frt* v 
conveniences (which all' the Wit of 
Man can ne^er avoid) the intended 
Reafons of State. As when yon will 
have the King fight for the Militia^, 
only to command the Piarfe of the Peo- 
ple •, for a Pfcwer to make Judgesy on- 
ly to wreft the Laws \ t0 grant Par- 
dons, that pttblick fpirited Men (as 
you call them) may be triade & way, ana 
the Murderers pardon'd^, &v., Alk 
which being Creatures of your own 
Fancy and" Malice (and no part of hU 
Qparrel ) you afe fo far from proving 
what he fought for,that when you have 
{trained your Ability,al) you cari&y, is- 
but this, in your own Scnfe, That he 
fought for a Power to do t!ftt ; .which ho 
Atver vtould' do vrtteri it was m his Po^ 
we* ; but ify$u take Liberty* I csw'fc 
but think h6W you would beftir ymt 
fclf, if you could but get your God, a* 
you have'dofte.yo\ir King,, before fuch 
an impartial High Court of Juftice a*, 
ibis I haw W&Ulo youxhaifee him with 

his 
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bis Mifgovernment rn Nature, fof 
which^ by the very fame Logick, you 
may prove be made us all Slaves,in cau- 
fing the Weaker to hold his Life at the 
Pleafure of the Stronger •, that he fet 
up a Sun to dazle our Eyes, that we 
might not fee , and. to kindle Fevers 
in our.
